Two Salvations—Two Ponieoost*. 
A more careful study of the Bible

They have, among many other de- 


vices, a bomb which, dropped from 
an aeroplane at night, will brilliant- 
ly illuminate the position over which 
it is placed, thus- giving the artillery 
an .opportunity to take exact aim, 
which has hitherto been impossible 
at night 


The same bomb will create a thick 


cloud of smoke over a position, last- 
ing for-upward of half an hour. This 
will enable the artillery by day to 
fire accurately upon a concealed po- 
sition. 


In order to meet counter attacks
